Orrio OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL, CoLuM- 
BIA, S. C., July 12, 1876— The Hon. D. H. Cam- 
berlain, Governor—Sim: According to your re- 
quest of Monday last, I have visited Hamburg 


tor the purpose of ascertaining the facts con- 
nected with the killing of several men there, on 


the night of the 8th of July. 

My information has been derived chiefly from 
Trial-Justice Rivers, and from the testimony of 
persons who have been examined before the 
Coroner’s Jury now in session, and from those 
who received wounds from the armed body of 
white men who had taken them prisoners. 

From this information, the following 

PAOTS SEEM TO BE CLEARLY ESTABLISHED: 

During the Administration of Gov. Scott, a 
company of State militia was organized at Ham- 
burg, of which Prince Rivers was Captain. This 
company was known as Company A, Ninth 
Regiment National Guard of the State of South 
Carolina. Arms wer. at that time furnished to 
it, and some ammunition. This company, pre- 
vious to May, 1876, had for some time but few 
names on its rolls, drilled rarely, and éfrcely 
kept alive its organization. But in May of this

THE DEMOCRATIC FAILURE. 

The session of Congress is now within a 
few days of its close. It has been the first 
session for twenty years that the Democrats 
have had a majority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and the first for fifteen years that 
they have had a majority in either House of 
Congress. They took advantage of the ter- 
rible distress in all parts of the country fol- 
lowing the panic of 1873, and of the indig- 
nation of the people towards the salary-grab- 
bers of the previous year, and, promising 


speedy reforms, they succeeded, in 1874, in 


electing two-thirds of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. That House was elected under a 
promise to accomplish several things, among 
which were: , 3 

1. A general reduction of taxation, in- 
cluding the repeal of the protective tariff 
and the substitution therefor of a tariff for 
revenue. 

2. The enactment of laws making money 
abundant, easily obtained, and at a low rate 
of interest. 

3. The abolition of countless useless of- 

fices, the reduction of salaries, MA placing 
the national expenditures on the basis of a 
peace establishment. 
4. The reconstruction of the Civil Service, 
by which the several Departments of the 
Government would be purged of ignorance 
and dishonesty, and the Government admin- 
istered by men of integrity and ability. 

The Democratic House has been in session 
eight months, and there has been no bill 
passed by that bédy having reference to any 
one of these great reforms. On the first 
question, that of reducing taxation by the 
repeal of some of the protective taxes which 
yielded no revenue, there was a bill prepared 
by experts outside of Congress for the Demo- 
cratic members. That bill the Democratic 
House with its 100 majority has never de- 
bated, except fortwo hours, and has never 
even asked for a vote on it. 

During the eight months of session, the 
Democratic House, with 100 Democratic ma- 
jority, has never prepared, matured, or pro- 
posed a measure on the currency, either to ex- 
pand or contract, to produce or postpone specie. 
payments, to improve the public credit, to 
inspire confidence, promote industry, or 
increase production. There have been indi- 
vidual schemes proposed by Bricut, Houtman, 
Frrnanpo Woop, Payne, Morrison, and oth- 
ers, but the House, with its 100 Democratic 
majority, voted them all down. At the end 
of eight months, the Democratic” House, 
with its 100 Democratic majority, is 
about to adjourn, leaving the finan- 
ces, public credit, and the currency, 
precisely where the Republicans had left 
them eighteen months ago, confessing an in- 
ability to improve matters in any particular, 
and that the policy of the Republican party 
should continve undisturbed. That is the 
confession made by the Democratic House 
with its 100 Democratic majority, after 
eight months’ deliberation of how to redeem 
its pledge toreform the currency and finances. 

After eight months’ session it has not 
abolished an office. During the year, under 
laws passed by the previous Republican 
Congress, the employment of nearly 1,000 
persons has expired by limitation, and they 
have gone out of office; but the Democrats 
have not been able to pass any law having 
for its object the reduction of the number of 
employes of the Government, nor for the re- 
duction of salaries. The Democratic House 
has made blind, and reckless, and arbitrary re- 
ductions of the appropriations, without 


paymegt of the other half until next winter. 
It has deducted $30,000,000 from the ap- 
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cause of incompetency and other unfitness. 
The House has also been called upon to dis- 
charge several other of its officers. Here 
the reform begun and ended. The Demo- 
cratic House, with its 100 Deemocratic ma- 
jority, at the end of eight months frankly 
confesses its incapacity to redeem any one 
of the pledges on which it was elected, and 
is now about to adjourn as a notorious and 
absolute failure. | 
——— 
THR DECLINE IN WHEAT. : 
Since the last natjonal holiday, two weeks 
ago, the price of wheat in this market has 
declined 14} cents per bushel, or nearly 
14 per cent. This is a very impor- 
tant change, as it involves, or accompanies, 
a similar shrinkage in the selling value of 
nearly all the wheat in the civilized world. 
The loss to holders of wheat in this city is 
enormous; and not more to those who 
own the wheat now in store here than to 
those who have bought much larger quanti- 
ties for.future delivery. It is a matter for 
surprise Sad thankfulness that none of them 
have failed (except an operator in puts 
and calls”), though not a few have found 
the load a heavy ond to bear. The reason is 


that most of the parties on the “long” side 


are among our leading capitalists, and able 
to calmly meet losses which would swamp an 
ordinary business-man. 

The chief cause of this decline is under- 
stood to be the fact that a good deal of the 
whéat in New York is in a critical condition. 
The crop of 1875 was harvested in wet 
weather, and a good deal of that wheat was 
damp enough to suffer under the intense 
heat that has reigned on the seaboard for 
two or three weeks past. The danger is not 
so much to grain actually in store, however, 
as to that which is exposed to a hot and 
moist atmosphere for several days together, 
waiting for a chance to be unloaded. About 
one million bushels of wheat is now afloat in 
New York harbor, with no storage room in 
that city, no demand from Europe; and a 
scarcity of ocean freight room, which pre- 
vents holders from sending the grain to 
Europe on their own account, and taking the 
risk of finding a market on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

Under this condition of things the New 
York market is very much depressed. The 
best bid telegraphed yesterday, as made in 
that city for fair spring,” was $1 per 
bushel. People hold off, afraid to buy; the 
low price, which would otherwise be a pow- 
erful inducement, being no temptation to pur- 
chase wheat which may be spoiled when de- 
livered. It is probable that the excitement 
there is considerably greater than is war- 

by the facts in the case; but it ex- 
ists, wand reacts forcibly on the Chicago 
marke ough there is no No. 2 wheat here 
out of cgndition, and no fear that any of it 
will me 80. ‘ 

The reader will doubtless feel curious to 
know bow much grain New York has already 
on hand, that she is not able to take care of 
the million bushels waiting in her harbor 
for a esting place. We can answer. 
Yesterdgy her warehouses contained 
a trifle ever 3,900,000 bushels of all kinds of 
grain, or about one-quarter of the 15,250,000 
bushelg which the warehouses of Chicago 
can care for at one time. And with 
this picayunish provision for business she 
proposes to transact the grain trade of the 
world ; while, for want of more capacity, 
she is responsible for no small part of the 
heavy depreciation which has taken place 
during the past fortnight in the selling value 
of wheat, flour, and other breadstuffa. Mr. 
Rorus Haren may possibly find it to his ad- 
vantage to study the situation at (his) home 
before he makes additional predictions in re- 
gard to the grain trade of the future. Cer- 
tainly New York is not now commending her- 
self to the West as an entrepot for bread- 
stuffs, whatever she may do in years to come. 


HOW TILDEN MADE HIS MONEY. 

Samus J. Tn, a lawyer by profession, 
who began life poor, and who has never been 
engaged in any large, legitimate business 
transactions, has a personal fortune which 
is variously estimated from three millions to 
seven millions of dollars. It probably does 
not fall short of the former figure, and, be- 
fore the shrinkage in New York real estate 
consequent upon the panic, it may have ap- 
proximated the larger amount. It is not 
unnatural, now that Mr. Tom aspires to 
the Chief Magistracy of the nation, that 
people should be interested in knowing how 
he amassed this colossal fortune. In the 
case of great merchants like A. T. Srrwanr, 
ur hereditary estates like the Asrons, or con- 
fessed railroad-jobbers, like Vanpzrs1x7, it 
is easy to understand bow great wealth 
should be accumulated. It is not so, how- 
ever, in the case of a lawyer, or other pro- 
fessional man, who has no money left to him 
and engages in no business. No lawyer; 
itis safe to say, since the days of the old 
Roman counsel who used to defend 
the Colonial Governors and share their 
plunder, has ever amassed by the 
practice of his profession any such amount 
of money and property as ANU. J. Tron 
possesses. It is not within the possibilities 


of the most laborious and most successful 


career at the Bar. Lawyers rarely begin the 
study of their profession till they are past 
21, and are not often admitted to practice 
before they are 25. Without some adventi- 
tious aids, the first ten or twelve years of a 
legal practice is a hard life of study and 
labor, with few eases and small recompense. 
Sometimes it happens that family influence 
or admission to a partnership with a well- 
established firm accelerates success and 
profit. But Mr. Tn had none of these 
advantages. As a rule, a lawyer's practice 
rarely becomes more than self-supporting be- 
fore he is 35 or 40 years of age, and a hard- 
working lawyer is pretty well worn out by 
55 or 60, and not equal or ambitious to meas- 
ure strength with the younger men. Suc- 
cessful and lucrative law-practice does not 
usually extend over twenty or fwenty-five 
years. Very many good lawyers in our large 
cities are well content to earn from 
$7,000 


ingly lucrative practice; $20,000 a year 
is an exceptional income from a law practice, 
and the number of lawyers in this country 
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has been able to accumulate his millions. 
How did he do it? — 
The ‘fact is, Mr. Trupen’s so-called law- 


road legislation to suit his purposes, and 
gathered in his helpless victims under laws 
that he had especially constructed to that end. 
It was in this sort of traffie that Sam TDR 
made his millions in a very few years, though 
a lawyer of mediocre ability and apparently 
small practice. 

Most of the Western railyoads have been 
through Mr. Tuns mill in one way or 
another. We showed the other day how Mr. 
Tron figured in the Credit-Mobilier. inves- 
tigation as having advised and approved that 
jobbery at every step. The fact is, he was 
the father of the Credit-Mobilier system of 
building railroads, and applied it extensively 
all throngh the West, and to his own great 
profit, long before the Pacific Railroads were 
built. Oakes Aus was but Trupzn’simitator. 
TrLpEn’s active partners in the mill projected 
the railroads, and got subscriptions in aid 
thereof from States, counties, cities, down- 
ships, and private individuals, all through the 
West, on the basis of developing the 
country.” They pocketed this money, and 
borrowed funds to build the road on first- 
mortgage bonds, generally taking the bonds 
themselves and advancing. the money they 
had received from local subscriptions. Then 
they paid themselves the money they had 
advanced for building the road at the most 
exorbitant prices. Having taken all the 
money back, the road would be nominally 
out of funds, and unable to pay the interest 
on its bonds before completion. Then it 
would be put through Mr. Sax. J. TrupEn’s 
famous mill,—a process which wiped out the 
State subscriptions, the county subscrip- 
tions, the city subscriptions, the township 
subscriptions, the private subscriptions, and 
all the original stock, leaving the road 
the property of those - who held 
the first-mortgage bonds, who would 
thereupon proceed to reorganize the 
company. This was the process. The re- 
result was that the New York Railroad Ring 
built railroads on the money advanced by 
other people, but owned the roads them- 
selves after they were completed. Under 
the tutelage and advice of Mr. Sanum J. 
Tro it was all done legally and in 
proper form,—le and Tween having first 
arranged the laws accordingly. : 

The counties and towns of Illinois owe 
between $12,000,000 and $15,000,000 on ac- 
count of railroad subscriptiong that were 
swallowed up by Mr. Tons patent 
process. Large amounts of money have 
been taken from the people of Ohio, di- 
ana, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri, and 
other States of the West, Northwest, 
and Southwest, in the same manner. 
Of) this, Mr. T. ha 8 received his full 
share. He was the lawyer who devised the 
means whereby these frauds were worked 
out, he counseled the active manipulators at 
every stage of the operation, he acted as the 
agent for winding up and reorganizing the 
companies, and he pocketed a large part of 
the plunder. There is scarcely a milroad 
this side of the Allegheny Mountains in which 
there was not at least one, and many in which 
there were several, Credit-Mobilier sehemes 
mani by Sam Ino for the profit of 
himself and those associated with him. This 
is how he made his millions, and the people 
of the West who contributed the money are 
particularly interested in understanding and 
remembering it. 


THE PACIFIC RAILWAY BUSINESS. 

Under the persistent pressure of Judge 
Lawrence, a Republican member of Con- 
gress from Ohio, the Judiciary Committee 
of the House was brought to the approval of 
a bill compelling the Union and Central Pa- 
cific Railway Companies to pay into the 
Treasury annually a certain sum of money, 
to be held as a sinking fund to meet the pay- 
ment of the $130,000,000, principal and in- 
terest, to which their debt to the United 
States will amount in 1895. Under the like 
persistence of the same member, the House 
itself was brought to a direct vote en the 
passage of the bill, and, though large num- 
bers of the members struggled to prevent a 
vote, when the vote was taken but few had the 
courage to vote against the measure. 

Now comes the statement that the Senate 
will not consider the bill at this session, be- 
cause certain Senators have conscientious 
doubts whether the bill does not impose a 
contract and take away vested rights. But 
this statement is not so surprising as that, if 
the Senate pass any bill on the subject, it 
will be that bill reported by the Sen- 
ported by the Senate Committee is to 
release the railroad companies from all fur- 
ther liabilities. It will be remembered that 
Congress, in addition to the subsidy of na- 
tional bonds).voted these railway companies 
some 25,000,000 acres of land. The Compa- 
nies have picked out all the town sites, and 
have sold all the land capable of cultivation 
at from $4 to $6.per acre. The remainder is 
not worth on an average 10 cents an acre. 
The Companies, therefore, propose to sell 
back all this land to the Government at the 
rate of $2.50 per acre, and that the pro- 
ceeds of this sale shall be applied to the ex- 
tinction of the debt due by the Companies to 


the Government. Substantially, this is a 


scheme to release the railroad companies 
from a liability which is accumulating at a 
rate that will make it 8130, 000, 000 at the 
time the bonds mature. The United States 
are liable for $64,000,000 of bonds, on 
which over $20,000,000 of interest has been 
already paid, and on which interest will have 
to be paid until 1895. The Senate Committee 
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HAMBURG HORROR. 

On the glorious Fourth, Company A of 
Ninth Regiment of the National Guard of 
South Carolina, being a part of the State 
militia, to the number of thirty-eight men, 
turned out at Hamburg, in that State, to cel- 
ebrate the Centennial of American Independ- 
ence by a parade. They were going through 
their drill on a street between 100 and 150 
feet in width, when Tuomas Buran and 
Hewry Gerzen drove up in a carriage and 
demanded that the company get out of their 
Way. —2 demand made by Burizr and 
Gryxx, white men, to demonstrate their 
superiority over the “d—d niggers” who 
composed Company A, and which no two 
white men in South Carolina would have 
dared ninke of any white militia company. 
After some parley, the Caucasions refus- 
ing to drive around the “niggers,” the 
commandant of the company ordered the 
ranks opened, and the two representatives of 
the superior Caucasion race asserted their 
superiority by driving through, crowding the 
negroes into the ditch on either side. 

Next, these two young bloods made com- 
plaint before a Magistrate against Compahy 
A for obstructing the highway by the Fourth- 
of-July parade ! 

When brought before the Trial Justice, 
Apams, Captain of the company, was arrest- 
ed for contempt of court, and his trial con- 
tinued until the 8th. On that day Gen.” 
M. C. Born, uncle of young Boran who 
drove through the ranks of the company, 
appeared as counsel for the prosecution, and 
there also appeared in the town some two 
or three hundred armed white Démocrats. 
Gen. Butz, instead of going into Court with 
his case, then proposed to settle the matter 
by having surrendered to him the arms of the 
company. He had no shadow of right to 
make such demand. The arms. were the 
property of the State, and were lawfully in 
the hands of the State militia, while Burzan 
was a mere private citizen, having no 
authority Whatever in the matter. But 
he had two or three hundred armed white 
Democrats there, anxious to shoot down d—d 
niggers. He graciously acceded to the resquest 
of the members of Company A that time be 
given them for consultation, agreeing that 
‘fire should not be opened upon them” 
until they had done so; and they retired to 
their armory in the second story of a building 
near by. From thence, Buruxzr, having de- 
clined to guarantee their safety in case they 
surrendered their arms, further than to say 
“it would depend on how they behaved,” 


they declined to disarm themselves, and less 


than forty all told were then attacked by the 
two or three hundred white Democrats, re- 
inforced by other white Democrats who 
crossed the river from Augusta, Ga., imme- 
diately opposite, to take a hand in the nigger- 
killing. 

After a few rounds, the negroes, whose am- 
munition was exhausted, fled out of the rear 
of the building. Some of them, with others 
who were not members of Company A, and 
in all twenty-five men, were captured. They 
were placed in the midst of a ring of their 
captors, and one by one Artway, Davip 
Ps, and Pompry Curry were called out 
of the ring, and, without any pretense of 
trial, shot in cold blood. Later the remain- 
ing negroes were told to run, and were fired 
at as they fled, five being killed outright and 
a number wounded. — 

These are the facts, which are not disputed 
by the local Democratic press, which hastens 
to deprecate this atrocity that has no par- 
allel in all the butcheries of Srrrma Bo,. 
the deprecation being not on account of the 
crime itself, but rather because of its effect 
upon the elections in the North. Thus the 
Charleston News and Courier, the leading 
Democratic organ of the State, says: 


The Northern newspapers, even those most 


friendly to the South, are loud in their denuncia- 
tion of the Hamburg slaughter. They regard it 
as doing good work for Hares and Wurm, and 
predict that a few more outbreaks of the same sort 
will insure the defeat of Tiipen. Is it not hor- 
rible that a band of regulators should have the 
power to destroy, by their ‘inexcusablé violence, 
the prospects of the party which, if successful, 
will restore constitutional rule to the whole 
peopie? The Hamburg regulators are murderers 
in a double sense! They stabbed the State in the 
back, while killing their suppliant prisoners. 

So that paper, in its issue of the 11th ad- 
mittigg the atrocities charged, says: 

We see no reason to change the opinion ex- 
pressed yesterday that, if the published accounts 
of the Hamburg affair are correct, there was little 
if any excuse for the conflict itself, and abso- 
lutely nove for the cowardly killing of. the negro 
prisoners who were shot down like dogs long after 
they had surrendered. 

But the News and Courier finds it neces- 


» sary, in palliation of this outspoken denunci- 


ation of cowardly murder, to add: 

We take no pleasure in condemning what was 
done at Hamburg. We wish that it were such an 
act as we could conscientiqusly justify and defend. 
But, in our judgment, the whole affair, from be- 
ginning to end, was shamefully wrong, and we 
owe it to the State to say so. 

The whole affair, from beginning to end, 
was but an ebullition of the Democracy 
which proposes to carry South Carolina on 
the ‘‘ Mississippi plan,” as it is known 
throughout the South, by which the voting 


power of one white man and his ahot-gun is 


made equal that of a dozen negroes. The 
colored men massacred at Hamburg were 
murdered not because they obstructed thé 
road with their parade on the Fourth of 
July, nor because they carried arms as mili- 
tia, as they had aright to do, but because 
they were Republicans. Had they been 
Democratic negroes, they might have played 
soldier every day in the year. 

What is Gov. CHAMBERLAIN going to do 
about it? If he cannot obtain surrender of 
the cowardly assassins on requisition by the 
Governor of Georgia, let him invoke the aid 
of the General Government. It is time this 
murderous Democratic White-Lineism be put 
down now, and before the Mississippi 
plan ” has been carried further.

THE BALTIMORE & OHIO. 

At the last regular monthly meeting of the 
Directors of the Baltimore & Ohio. Rail- 
road Company, Mr. John Garrett, the 
President, made a very interesting state- 
ment relative to his late trip of 7,000 miles 
over the connections of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad to the Pacific, embodying his views as 
to the lessons that Baltimore business men, and 
others, might learn from his experience.

Wien it was first formed 
it promised to become one of the best through- 
passenger lines between this city and New 
York. It was furnished with the best of Pull- 
man’s hotel, palace, and sleeping and Mr. 
D. W. Hitchcock, who vas appoin General 
Agent, did all in his power to secure the com- 
fort of its patrons. Sutin spite of his untiring 
efforts, and although the line did a fair business 
all along, yet it is understood to 
have sunk a e amount of money, 
mainly due to the railroal war and the conse- 
quent reduction in passenger rates. Had this 
not broken out, and the rate remained as high 
as formerly, there can be no doubt that the 
road would have been a success. But with the 
prevailing low rates, neither Mr. Hitchcock nor 
any other man, howeverable, could make the 
line a paying one. Mr. Hi k has taken 
time by the torelock and severed his conection 
with the Erie & Chicago, and gone back to his 
former love, the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy.

‘THOSE OLD INDICTMENTS FOR’ GAMBLING—IN- 
TERVIEW WITH THE FOREMAN OF THE GRAND 
JURY WHICH PRESENTED THE BILL. ; 

A Republican news-gatherer called upon the 
Hon. John F. Long, Collector of this Port, at 
the Custom-House, to learn what particulars he 
might remember concerning the indictments 


found against Messrs. George and John Knapp, 
in 1856. The interview is given as follows: 

Reporter—Judge Long, you may have noticed 
in the Glébe-Democrat of Sunday last an ac- 
count of certain indictments said to have been 
found by a Grand Jury of which you were the 
foreman in 1856. 

Judge L.—Yes, sir; I read the article, and it 
vividly recalled an occurrence which at the time 
e erably excited by indignation, but which I 
cannot now think of without a smllic. 

Reporter—Are you willing, Judge, to — a 
brief statement of facts connected with the cir- 
cumstance, so far as your recollection will ena- 
ble you to do so! 

J — certainly. At the time referred 
to—1 I was one of those summoned for serv- 
ice as Grand Juror, and by the appointment of 

Lackland, filled the position of foreman. 
In the early part of our session, one Dr. 
C. J. Carpenter voluntarily presented him- 
self s a witness before us, and presented a 
1 list of names — some thirty-five or 
forty—and embracing duite a numberof our 
best-known and most-esteemed citizens, testi- 
fied that each and every one of those named in 
the list had, to his knowledge, played cards and 
bet money on the game. Amongst others quite 
‘as well known were the names of George and 
John Knapp. The wit was duly cross-ex- 
amined, in the course of which he admitted that 
his presentation of this list of names was in- 
duced by his desire to “get satisfaction” for 
having been himself indicted for an offense such 
as he now sought to charge upon these gentle- 
men. He testified that sums of 10 cents, and 
— 2 Judge 1.) wa were ne | in —— 
mes. (Judge L.) was opposed nding in- 
‘%*ments@upon such evidently vindictive and 
uncorroborated testimony, Carpenter admitting 
he furnished it out of revenge. 

We, the jury, therefore went before Judge 
Lackland for instructions in the premises, and 
were by him informed that in the eye of the 
law every man or person wagering even so small 
a sum as 5 cents upon a game of cards was liable 
to be termed a gambler. 

Dpga this, I sought a discharge from fusther 
se as a Grand Juror, because I did not 
think—and do not now think—that the spirit of 
the law then existing was violated by A., B., 
and C. of the list meeting at one another's resi- 
dences, and in the presence of one another's’ 
families, playing a social game of Cards, at 
which, sometimes, a dime was wagered, 
but generally cider, cakes, cigars, ice- 
cream, or other refreshments, of which it 
was customary for all to partake. I knew such 
practices to be common and to be innocent, and 
was not willing to clas the participators with 
the vile and depraved professio gamblers 
against whom the penalties of the law were de- 


nounced. ‘ 

Judge Lackland heard me patiently but re- 
fused to excuse me from duty, and on our re- 
turn to our room a vote was 
list nter had produced, and twelve of the 
Grand- Jurors were found who voted fora true 
bill against them all.
